MANY NEW _ BILLS—FUTURE 
OF NORTHEN RAILWAYS 
SUBJECY! OF DEBATE

With the address in reply to the 
Throne speech out of the way, the 
Alberta Legislature got down to bus- 
iness this week. 

New Legislation 

Monday was devoted to the clear- 
ing up of the order paper, and sev- 
eral motions that had been standing 
for some time were disposed of. 

Thirty-seven bills Nave received 
first or second reading, and several 
have reached the committee stage. 

Many of these are comparatively 
unimportant, but cthers are of the 
first magnitude, especially the bill for 
the transfer to the province of the 
public lands, with which are incorpor- 
ated the agreement with the Domin- 
ion Government for the turning over 
to the province of its 
sources, 

A new District Municipa! Act is on 
its way through. The most important 
changes are in respect to closer sup- 
ervision of secretary-treasurers by 
the auditors. This is with a view of 
reducing defalcations, which have 
been unfortunately prevalent of re- 
cent years. 

An amendment to the Highways 
Act, will, if passed, make it compul- 
sory for motorists to dim their lights 
when withinr.200 fect of another 
vehicle. a3 

The amiindmenté to the Hath Insur- 
gnce Act will have the effect of di- 
viding tthe province into zones, with 
varying rates fccording to the losses 
in the past five years. 

A resolution calling for the con- 
struction of a forty-one mile exten- 
sion to the A. & G.W. railway was 
withdrawn, after the minister of 
railways had expressed himself de- 
cidedly against it on the ground that 
it was not warranted by the number 
of settlers in the district, and that 
part:of the district was already 
served by the C.N. R. The previous 
government had in 1915 built the 
grade and laid ten miles of track on 
the extension asked for, not for the 
benefit of the province, but to use up 
the balance of the guarantee on the 
iA. & G. Wi, amountigg ito $20,000 per 
mile, or $820,000. The work done 
would be of very little value, as it 
-would cost over $700,000 ‘now to 
complete the line. 

‘The request for the linking up of 
YPeare River with the provincial tele- 
yhave system was favorably consid- 
vered, and the line will probably be 
eamplayed when the new motor high- 
wy is built.

Denmark, with a population about 
the same as Chicago, claims the low- 
est death rate of any country in Eur- 
ope. The claim is based on statistics

President of Canadian Council of Agriculture, at Annual Mceting in 


Regina, Reviews Woik and 


Organization of Council and 


Answers Recent Attacks. 


In opening the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Cow-cil of Agriculture at Re- 
gina on February 23rd, the President, 
W. A. Amos, who is also President of 
the United Farmers of Ontario, briefly 
reviewed the work and organization of 
the Council, and vigorously repelled 
some recent attacks made upon it, 


“The Council,” said Mr. Amos, “has 
performed a great service for the farmers 
in Canada. Financially it has saved or 
secured for them in the price received 
for their grain and other produce in 
transportation charges, and in other 
ways, hundreds of millions of dollars. 
Educationally it has stimulated | thei 
thought and provided them with material 
for study which has enabled thet io be- 
come better farmers, better neighbors, 
and better citizens. Although not a 
political organization it gave in 1921 a 
lead which resulted in agricu'ture for th: 
‘irst time securing anything like adequate 
representation in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, and in introducing higher ideals 
and higher standards into the pubtie 
life of the country. In a legislative way 
it Has been instrumental in securing the 
enactment of such measures as will 
ameliorate social and economic injustices 
and will make for a better citizenship. 
Its record of achievement therefore 
speaks for itself and IT would like to 
isk those who have persistently erilicizod 
the Council and its membership what 
they have accomplished which will in 
any measure compare with it. 


“The necessity for a farmers’ organi- 
zation, such as the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture, is constantly being demon- 
strated. Most of the larger problems 
which confront the agricnitural industry 
and whose solution is necessary to i- 
cultural prosperity, are of a national, 
or at least an inter-provincial character. 
Transportation questions, ineluding 
freight, express, lake and ocean rates, the 
customs tariffs and other form of federal 
taxation, the -banking, currency and 
financial systems of the country, the 
regulation of the grain trade, of the 
livestock industry, and of other branches 
f agriculture, the commercial relations 
f Canada with other countries involving 
markets for agricultural produce, federal 
legislation, government administration 
generally. In all these thin the 
interests of the farmers in every province 
of Canada are usually found to be 
identical. 


“The membership at the present time 
consists of the United Farmers of 
Quebec, the United Farmers of Ontario, 
the United Farmers of Manitoba, the 
Sagkatchewan Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion, the Grain Growers’ Guide, the 
United Farmers of Alberta, Saskatche- 


wan Co-operative Elevator Company, 
the United Grain Growers and— the 
United Farmers of Ontario Co-operative 
Company. At meetings of the Council 
each of the companies is entitled to four 
representatives consisting of its execu- 
tives or their appointees. In addition, 
the provincial associations are each 
ntitled to five representatives one at 
east of whom must be a woman. The

claring its policy and in each of these 
i nees it was a provincial association 

h entered the protest.” 

“The prevailing opinion’? said Mr. 
Amos, “is That our Canadian system of 
organization, of which the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture is the co-ordin- 
ating Db surpasses all others 
and’ has accomplished vastly more for 
verienlture,” 

At tle Tnternational Convention pn 
Co-operation held at Philadelphia last 
year, nothing so great in scope and 
results scomed to have been accomplished 
tn any other country, As recently as 
Vebruary 17th of this year the press 
reporis af the International Conferenci 
of Wheat Pools emphasized the 
tperiority of Canadian Vools both in 
their orvanization and in the personnel 
f their r sentation, and go on to 
f “The value of the work done by 
the farm organizations in Canada wa 
never more apparent.” 

Mr. Amos concluded his address with 
the words—“Nothing would please thos« 
who are not in agreement with organ 
ized agriculture more than to see our 
ranks divided, , Only with a national 
outlook and united action are we goin;
